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Distinctive American Weapon 


The automatic pistol is another arm 
which the American insists in taking over 
the top with him... This has been an open 
country where men used pistols much 
more than they did in Europe. And the 
guns they handled iccre not of the parlor 
varicty, either. The .45 was the favorite 
shooting iron in the early days of the 
West. The weapon was later refined and 
the cavalryman carricd a .38. In the 
Philippines it was found that a man 
might be shot clean through with a .88 
and it would not stop him. The gunmen 
were worried and tried a lot of experi- 
ments.

So 
miraculous is the transformation that there is a 
weird interest in turning back the calendar to 
that Ist of April, 1916, when America still stood 
on the sidelines.

First Chance for Gun Men

Then in a day war came. Over night America 
was called upon to convert itself from a dove- 
cote to an arsenal. It must fight, and that 
quickly, against an enemy that had prepared for 
the event for two generations, had experienced 
three years of war in which artillery was king. 
It must have the weapons for such a struggle, 
the small arms of infinite refinement and pre- 
cision, 16-inch cannon 60 heavy that no railroad 
car in the nation can support a single barrel. 
It must have all these guns in numbers suffi- 
cient to equip armies of millions of men and in 
time to turn the tide of the war, and high tide 
was rising around Arras and Rheims and Tre- 
viso. There must be haste, incomparable haste.

The French seventy-five is the backbone of their 
fighting ability—a simple, portable, allround 
field piece which backs up the infantry.

The difference between a rifle and a how- 
itzer is that the former points straight at its tar- 
get and blazes loose, while the latter throws its 
missile ‘way up in the air and drops it on the 
enemy.

Any good day the United States 
is likely to produce as many rifles as do the Brit- 
ish and French combined. The weekly production 
of rifles 10 months after the war broke was 10 
times as great as that of the British 10 months 
after war broke out.

| First Marne, Strategic Victory 


What thev expected to do, and what they did 
do, was to dislocate the whole German strategic 
conception and, by compelling Kluck to abandon 
his plans for an attack upon Franchet d’Esperey 
and Sir John French to protect his own rear, 
brought about an ultimate withdrawal of the Ger- 
mans along the whole front from Paris to Verdun,

The first stages of the German retirement were 
necessarily hurried, not because of the allied suc- 
cess north of the Oureq toward Soissons, but by 
reason of American achievement south and above 
Chateau-Thierry. Accordingly, Ludendorff drew 
bis forces out of the country south of the Marne 
on Saturday and was also clear of Chateau- 
Thierry by Sunday, July 21. But after this forced 
retirement, accomplished in good order, he was 
free to conduct an orderly rear-guard action cov- 
ering the withdrawal of all his munitions and ma- 
terial out of the salient. 

He could not hold all of the salient, becausd 
Chateau-Thierry was lost.

¢ « ¢ ‘The creation of the new Depart- 
ment of Soldiers’ Civil Re-Establishment 
and the recent plan of holding a national 
registration of the whole adult population 
are actions which were, to a large extent, 
forced on the Government for the purposes 
of war, rather than for the purposes af 
peace. Yet the results achieved will to a 
very large extent help in the work of re- 
construction when “Johnny Canuck” comes 
marching home. The commission had 
only been in existence for some months 
when it was discovered thatthe problem 
was rapidly expanding in many new di- 
rections. It was found, as the men con- 
tinued to come back in large nymbers, 
| that there were mang men so disabled, 
that they would be unable to follow their 
former occupation, and that some ade- 
quate provision would have to be made by - 
the Government to meet the situation, Pro- 
vision was therefore made by order-in- 
Council for the creation of a Vocational 
Branch to be attached to the commission, 
having charge of the work for training dis- 
abled men for future industrial activities. 

The development of the vocational train- 
ing from its inception has been one of 
evolution. It was thought at first that the 
technical schools of the country and the 
general run of school teachers would be 
the best mediums for training the men. 
Later it developed that the training af- 
forded by these technical schools was en- 
tirely too limited in its scope, inasmuch as 
the number of occupations for which 
training was provided were too few. 

To continue under these circumstances 
would have resulted in the diluting of the 
labor market with a very large number of 
men trained in a few trades. Moreover, it 
would have undoubtedly resulted in plac- 
ing these men in competition with them- 
selves on discharge. Industrial surveys, 
however, are now provided for this work 
and the main work of thegsvocational train- 
ing is divided into two major departments 
commonly known as (1) Occupational 
Therapy, and (2) Industrial Re-education. 
The former deals solely with the curative 
side of the patient's life by providing him 
with interesting industry for employing 
his mind and hands during the convales- 
cent period when his bodily ills would oth- 
erwise very much depress him. The second 
department deals with him after discharge

Japan Counts the Cost. 
ADACHI KINOSUKE in Asia. 
OW, how far is Japan to go? Is she 


ready and willing to strip herself 


absolutely of armed defense at home, to 


fight the German menace along the Urals? 
And who its to finance the expedition? How 
much would it take to mobflize and main- 
tain, say, 20 divisions in Siberia? 
Gentlemen of the Imperial Diet of Japan 
were curious about the matter when the 
question of the Siberian expedition was 
the talk of Tokio. Gen. Oshima, the Min- 
ister of War, told them that it would cost 
abou 7,000,000 yen for the first month 
and 4,000,000 for each of the succeeding 
months to mobilize and maintain one di- 
vision of our army in Siberia. The figures 
apply only to the army kept close to the 
Pacific seaboard and on this side of Lake 
Baikal. Therefore, if the Japanese army 


were to go 4000 or 5000 miles inland to 


the Urals, the expenditure of maintenance 
could not be covered by the estimate of 
the War Minister. Even at his figure, to 
mobilize and maintain 20 divisions In 8i- 
beria in the territory close to Japan for 
one year would call for more than 1,000,- 
000,000 yen. And that Is simply for trans- 
Arms and 
munitions and other war materials today 


are no longer the low-priced commodity 


that they were in the days of the Russo- 
Japanese war. Therefore, the enterprise 
would call for, say, 5,000,000,000 or 6,- 
000,000,000 yen or $2,500,000,000 to $3,- 
000,000,000. Where is Japan going to get 
this amount of money? Not in Japan her- 
self, for the simple but all-convincing rea- 
son that she hasn't it. 

Then there is the little question of cer- 
tain materials essential for war—steel for 
example, and cotton. When the United 
States refused to let the trifling amount of 
100,000 odd tons of steel plates go to Japan, 
what happened?

no more than another battle of ar- 
rest. It did not result in the capture 
of a quarter as many guns or half | 
as many prisoners as the present one. |

hold the outskirts of Fismes, the great supply base of the German army, 
which the enemy str6ve with utmost strength and determination to hold; 
allied advance guards have reached the southern bank of the Aisne, and 
the force of the combined thrusts of French, British and Americans ap- 
pears great enough now to drive the Germans back even beyond the 
Aisne to the ‘heights of the Chemin-des-Dames, where powerful defenses \ | 


must then be faced. 


Both east and west the allies on Saturday increased the speed of 
their advance, a distance of more than six miles forward being gained 
at certain points. The line now has been so straightened as to escape 
the danger which had been previously threatened the southern bend from 


Soissons of being enfiladed. 


Notwithstanding the difficulties confronting them,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Edward 
L. Travis, former campaign manager 
for Senator Overman of North Caro- 
lina, and law partner of Chairman 
Kitchin of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives,.arrested here last night 
on a charge of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Government, was ar- 
raigned before United States Com- 
missioner Richardson this afternoon. 
James B. Archer, Assistant United 
States Attorney, appeared for the 
Government, while Travis was repre- 
ented by R. H. McNeill, a local at- 
torney. Bail was fixed by Commis- 
sioner Richardson at $5000, and 
after it was furnished Travis was re- 
leased. 

A. Bruce Bielaski, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Investigation of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, would say little 
about the case except that his agents 
have been gathering evidence and in- 
formation upon which Travis and his 
associates were taken into custody. 
Bielaski would not go into details 
regarding the nature of the informa- 
tion gathered, saying all this would 
be developed at Travis’ trial. 

Those charged with conspiring 
with Travis are Leon Meyer Greene 
of New York and Selim Barnett Jo- 
seph of Chicago. 

The arrest of Travis caused a sen- 
sation here, for recently’ Senators 
Overman and Simmons and Repre- 
sentative Kitchin urged President 
Wilson to appoint Mr. Travis Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner, and 
it was reported the President had de- 
cided to select him to fill the place 
now held by Robert W. Woolley. 

Representative Kitchin said the 
treatment of Travis by Department 
of Justice officials was high-handed 
and should be investigated. He re- 
ferred to the fact that Travis was ar- 
rested, given a brief /Jhearing at the 
department and sent to a cell in a 
city precinct prison, and was not per- 
mitted to communicate with friends 
who would have testified as to his 
former good character and go on his 
bond. 

The warrant under which Travis 
was arrested alleges he and Greene 
and Joseph conspired “with one Eu- 
gene F. McDonald to procure for 
Greene a deferred classification in 
the military establishment of the U. 
S. and thereby to secure for Greenc 
exemption from active military 
duty.” 

It is further alleged that Greene 
entered into a conspiracy to be em- 
ployed by the Perth-Amboy Dry 
Dock Co. of New Jersey, which was 
to pay Travis a fee of $100,000 for 
making ship contracts involving 
about $40,000,000. 

Travis admits he is a legal repre- 
sentative of the Perth-Amboy com- 
pany, and has filed a proposal with

their substance would meantime be 
used to maintain foreign armies, not 
to reconstitute their own or to feed 
their own men, women and children. 
We are bending all our energies now 
to the purpose, the resolute and con- 
fident purpose, of winning on the 
western front, and it would, in the 
judgment of the United States, be 
most unwise to divide or dissipate 
our forces. 
Purpose of Action. 

“As the Government of the United 
States sees the present circumstances 
therefore, military action is admis- 
sible in Russia now only to render 
such protection and help as is possi- 
ble to the Czecho-Slovaks against the 
armed Austrian and German prison- 
ers who are attacking them, and to 
steady any efforts at self-govern- 
ment or self-defense in which the 
Russians themselves may be willing 
to accept assistance. Whether from 


Archangel, the only present object 
for which American troops will be 
employed will be to guard military 
stores which may subsequently be 
needed by Russian forces and to ren- 
der such aid as may be acceptable to 
the Russians in the organization of 
their own self-defense. 

“With such objects in view, the 
Government of the United States is 
now co-operating with the Govern- 
ments of France and Great Britain 
in the neighborhood of Murmansk 
and Archangel. The United States 
and Japan are the only Powers 
which are just now in a position to 
act in Siberia in sufficient force to 
accomplish even such modest ob- 
jects as those that have been out- 
lined. The Government of the" 
United States has, therefore, pro- 
posed to the Government of Japan 
that each of thertwo Governments 
send a force of a few thousand men 
to Valdivostock, with the purpose of 
co-operating as a single force in the 
occupation of Vladivostok and in 
safeguarding, so far as it may, the. 
country to the rear of the westward- 
moving Czecho-Slovaks; and the 
Japanese Government has consented. 

Sole Aim to Aid Russia. : 

“In taking this action the Govern- 
ment of the United States wishes to 
announce to the peolpe of Russia in 
the most public and solemn manner 
that it contemplates no interference 
with the political sovereignty of 
Russia, no intervention in her inter- 
nal affairs—not even in the local af- 
fairs of the limited areas which her 
military force may be obliged to oc- 
cupy—and no impairment of her ter- 
ritorial integrity, either now or here- 
after; but that what we are about 
to do has as its single. and only ob- 
ject the rendering of such aid as 
shall be acceptable to the Russian 
people themselves in their endeavors 
to regain control of their own af- 
fairs, their own territory and their 
own destiny. The Japanese Govern- 
ment, it is understood, will issue a 
similar assurance. 

‘These plans and purposes of the 
Government of the United States 
have been communicated to the Gov- 
ernments of Great Britain, France 
and Italy and those Governments 
have advised the Department of 
State that they assent to them in 
principle. No conclusion that the 
Government of the United States has 
arrived at in this important matter 
is intended, however, as an effort 
to restrict: the actions or interfere 
with the independent judgment of 
the Governments with which we are 
now associated in the war.

‘It is also the hope and purpose 
of the Government of the Unit#4 
States to take advantage of the ear- 
liest opportunity to send to Siberia a

After 
the President ruled that he must go 
in Clase 1, Greenspon again applied 
to the local board, saying his status 
had been changed, with regard to 
dependents, by the entry of his 
brother in the army. 

Second Appeal Taken. 

The board held that it did not 
care to reverse the President in the 
case, and mailed Greenspon's induc- 
tion papers July 17, ordering him to 
report for duty July 21, and to en- 
train July 23. He reported, but 
appealed again to the district board. 
On July 22 the District Board or-. 
dered the case reopened, and Greon- 
spon stayed here. : 

Reber wrote a letter to the Di«- 
trict Board, a part of which was 
printed exclusively in the Post-Dis- 
patch July 26. It etated that 
Greenspon's order number had been 
reached nearly a month before, and 
that he had evaded entrainment on 
July 8 and 16, as well as July 23. 

The order received Friday from 
Adjutant-General McCord _ stated 
that Greenspon was removed from 
the jurisdiction of the draft author!l- 
ties to that of the military when he 
received his induction papers and 
reported for duty, and that the Dis- 
trict Board had lost any right to In- 
terfere at the time it did.

A constantly increasing share of 
the burden of keeping up the motor 
truck transportation system of the 
country to the highest level of ef- 
ficiency should be assumed by the 
truck manufacturers, according to 
William Fulton Melhuish, president 
of the Fulton Motor Truck Co. of 
Farmingdale, Long Island.

IDEA FOR ROLLER BEARING 


A couple of Hyatt men, one evening 
recently, were engaged in a quiet 
game of billiards at the club, when 
one of them remarked to the other: 
“Did you ever know the origin of 
Hyatt Roller Bearings?” Receiving an 
answer in the negative, he continued: 
“John Hyatt was more or less of a 
billiard player, himself. Naturally,

Climbing altitudes of 10,000 feet, 
bucking snow-clad mountains in mid- 
summer, pushing through heavy mire

“The old Dort never failed me,” he 
reports. “Crossed the Big Horn 
Mountains in snow July 1, forded sev- 
eral rivers without trouble and the 
car needs only a little readjustment 
to make it good for“another grind 
just as hard. Car was touched only 
once by a mechanic on entire trip. 
Tire record excellent despite road 
conditions.”

IS reluctance to compete for 
the championship at this 
time, therefore, is an act of the 
very highest sportsmanship.

© the human insects who crawl 
upon the earth and sting one 
another here in the dust, the 
zenith of havoc seemed to be 
attained in the bombardment 
of tens of thousands of great 
cannon along the western front. The vo- 
cabulary has been strained in picturing the illumination 
of the entire horizon by night, the crashing of innum- 
érable shells, the searing and churning up of square 
files of soil, the multitudes of victims. 

Yet there have recently become visible in the distant 
reaches of the heavens the signs of a catastrophe com- 
fared with which man’s utmost efforts at slaughter 
and ruin, all the destruction wrought by storm, earth- 
uake and volcano, all the calamities which have vis- 
fited the race since it first appeared on the globe, 
are but as a single candle light set against the con- 
flagration which consumes a metropolis. There is lit- 
tle reason.to doubt that in this cosmic cataclysm 
myriads of sentient beings perished under circum- 
stances of terror and tragedy which stupefy the imag- 
ination. 

Astronomers who turned their glasses upon the con- 
stellation of the Eagle on the night of Saturday, June 
8 were astounded to behold, near the mighty star Al- 
tair, the apparition of a new star of the first magni- 
tude. It was assuredly not present before daylight on 
the morning of the same day, for observers at that 
time detected nothing unusual in the area. The first 
to see the star in the United States was E. N. Gould 
of East Orange, N. J. The discoverer in England was 
Miss Grace Cook of Stowmarket, Suffolk. It was seen 
10 minutes later in the Greenwich Observatory. 


The new luminary, at its first appearance, was as 
bright as Altair himself, and on the second night 
blazed out with a brilliance rivaling that of Sirius, 
most resplendent of all stars. On Monday night it 
was easily the most dazzling spectacle in the firma- 
ment, outshining all that aristocracy of the suns 
which, having the rank of first magnitude, number 
only 19 out of the 120,000,000 stars which have been 
disclosed by the telescope. On the afternoon of this 
day, 10 minutes before sunset, an English astronomer, 
with only a two-inch lens, was able to see the star five 
degrees above the horizon. 

But by Tuesday evening the short-lived radiance 
began to pale; the stranger sank to the level of Vega, 
fifth brightest of the stars. Rapidly and steadily fad- 
ing, it still remained for more than a month visible to 
the naked eye; even up to the middle of July St. Louis- 
ans could see it flickering almost directly overhead. 
It had by then declined to third magnitude, and today 
only the keenest eyesight could distinguish it without 
a telescope. It is expected to continue languishing 
until it reaches the thirteenth or fourteenth magnitude, 
which can be perceived by only the most powerful tel- 


escopes. 
Astronomers named the star “Nova Aquilae,”’ mean- 
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and masses. 


Stupendous holocaust of great solar system occurred, 
say astronomers, when new star blazed forth in 
Constellation of Eagle, outshone all other stars for 
a time, and then died away—Either star exploded 
or collided with another, say theorists—Celestial 
cataclysm pictured in terms of our own earth 


ing a new star in the constellation of the Eagle. It 
radiated a strong ruddy color, indicating vaporized 
iron, and several other elements were identified by the 
spectroscope, all in a state of tremendous incan- 
descence. 

To many the appearance of “Nova Aquilae” meant 
only a spectacle, a fascinating event. But those who 
looked behind the mere beauty of the new ruby that 
flamed out in the coronet of the night were scarcely 
able to repress a convulsion of horror and despair. 
For what they saw was nothing less than the holo- 
caust of a solar system. 

Puny human imagination—that inner eye of what a 
writer has called the infinitesimal bubbles on the sur- 
face of an infinitesimal planet attached to a fifth-rate 
star—human imagination is transcended when it at- 
tempts to visualize this stupendous tragedy of the 
heavens. In comparison the ravishing of a Belgium 
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Astronomers were astounded to behold, near 
the mighty star Altair, a new star 
of first magnitude. 


is scarcely more than the snuffing out of a 
midge in the flame of a candle. The mind 
was not the less awed by the reflection that 
the disaster was so remote from our ken that 
the light of its immense flare, racing through 
space at 186,000 miles a second, probably re- 
quired hundreds of years to arrive at the 
retina of man. 


There are two theories as to the birth- 
pangs of the ephemeral star. The first 
is that two suns, either dead or so nearly 
extinct that they could no longer be de- 
tected by the mightiest telescopes, crashed together and 
blazed up in a conflagraticn so vast as ultimately te 
become visible throughovt the universe. The other, 
which is more geuereliy accepted, is that what we be- 
latedly beheld was the explosion of a sun, which, in 
cooling and contracting, was placed under such strain 
by its internal fires that it burst asunder and scat- 
tered its flaming fragments for millions of miles inte 
space. For a few days it burned, with all its planets, in 
inconceivable fierceness; the dim light which we shall 
probably see through telescopes for some months ig 
the smoldering of the enormous ruins. 

We may form some feeble picture of the event if 
we imagine that the same fate overtook our own sun— 
which, by the way, astronomers assure us is unlikely ta 
happen for innumerable aeons. Taking first the hy- 
pothesis of a solar explosion, we find that«the vision 
exceeds the most lurid dreams of the Sage of Patmos. 

The sun, even in its beneficent form—the giver of 
life, the bringer of harvests—is a sufficiently terrify- 
ing portent. At the center. its elements, pressed to- 
gether by gravitation to more than the rigidity of 
steel, are tortured by a heat far surpassing the acety- 
lene flame. The compressive force of weight and the 
disruptive might of heat are in constant battle for the 
mastery. The surface is swept by terrific fiery tem- 
pests, which dash their flaming spray hundreds of 
thousands of miles into space. Volcanic eruptions, the 
most appalling storms, the worst cataclysms that ever 
disturb our little world, are gentle zephyrs compared 
with the solar tornadoes that engender clouds of fire 
capable at one burst of engulfing many globes of the 
dimensions of our planet. 

But one day the inhabitants of the earth would be- 
hold the sun—which one can occult with the first 
joint of the forefinger held at arm's length—suddenly 
crack asunder and overflow the firmament with its 
flames. They would have but a few minutes to con- 
template the celestial drama, or for terror and prayer, 
for with the speed of light would sweep from the gi- 
gantic furnace a blast of fiery heat, a thousand times 
more intense than our temperature. It would shrivel 
in an instant the billion human beings of the globe, 
with every other living thing; the soil of the earth 
would smoke and burst into fire; the oceans would 
become chambers of steam; the immemorial ice of the 
polar caps wous simmer and boil 

With incalculable rapidity the sun's flaming stream- 
ers would drive through space, devour Mercury and 
Venus like bits of paper flung into a grate, and con- 
sume the earth as a forest fire consumes a dry leaf. 
The Incandescent vapors would spread themselves

This disease of middle and late life can be cured if 
taken in time, says noted authority, by strict at- 
tention to diet which is low in proteins—Lack of 
exercise and habitual worry are the principal 
causes, and loss of the sense of fatigue, increased 
capacity for work, increased color and loss of the 
capacity for relaxation in early middle life are 
the symptoms -:- -!- ~t- 
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MAN in active affairs is in dan- 
ger when he gradually loses 
the fatigue sense, so that his 
capacity for work seems to 
be increased at middle life, 
when it ought to be the same 
or less than in youth; when 
the color becomes higher and the capacity 
is lost for relaxation (light literature, vaca- 
tions, society and sane amusements). | 

That man has arteriosclerosis—hardening 
of the arteries—and it is high time for him 
to look to himself. He feels fine, has no 
symptoms of illness of any sort, would 
laugh to seorn the suggestion that he is 
in danger. This is the worst feature of arterioscle- 
rosis in its earlier stages; it rings no warning bell 
of pain; it creeps on a man so subtly, so insidiously 
that he does not know he is ill and would ridicule a 
physician who warned him. But the disease is all over 
his body and often the cause of his superabundant 
high spirits and immunity to fatigue. It has prog- 
ressed so far that his blood pressure has increased. 
This gives him a false sense of well-being and deceives 
him and his friends, but tells its own story to the 
doctor. 

Such a man «an probably be curcd-—if he will do as 
his doctor tells him. For arteriosclerosis in its earlier 
stages, yields readily to treatment and the treatment 
is not severe. 

An authoritative book.on this long-common and 
steadily increasing disease has just been published. 
it is by Dr. Louis Fangeres Bishop of New York, 
«clinical professor of heart and circulating diseases at 
Fordham University =«hool of Medicine; late chairman 
of the section on medicine of the New York Academy 
of Medicine, etc., etc. Dr. Bishop's first paragraph is 
a picture of a typical man with arteriosclerosis: 

“The ruddy visitor to our office, with prominent tem- 
poral arteries, the shininess of eye and the unmis- 
takable look that suggests arteries, we know only too 
well. We can guess before he tells us that he has been 
rejected for life insurance, or has noticed a discom- 
fort in the front of his chest, either after eating or on 
exertion. We can surmise that he has been a great 
eater of many protein foods, or has had some severe 
iliness or nervous strain in the past that has rendered 
him vulnerable to some special proteins. We know 
that he will tell us that he considers himself -a partic- 
ularly strong person, and that he is much surprised 
that he of all men should find himself out of order. 
We know that when he is told that he must submit to 
a few-protein diet and the hygiene of chronic food 
poisoning, he will declare that he cannot live on such 
trash. We know that after patient and repeated efforts 
he will submit and learn to enjoy the sense of well- 
being that goes with the restoration of health, and 
continue as long as necessary to take his medicine. 
attend to his exercise and stick to his diet.’ 

Arteriosclerosis is a degeneration of the “blood ves- 
sels, ordinarily accompanied by certain changes in 
the heart and other organs. These changes generally 
consist of an increase of connective tissue, hypertrophy 
of muscular elements and a thinning or thickening of 
membranes.”’ 

It is really a symptom of a form of poisoning, a 
“disease of the cells of the whole body, but the cir- 
culatory system pervading every part of the body, 
more than any other, is the one that shows the most 
conspicuous result of the damage that really begins 
in the ultimate cells.” 

Dr. Bishop believes that it arises when the cells of 
ihe body become 
sensitive to partic- 
vlar proteins; these 
«reate irritation 
and as time goes 
on the constant ir- 
ritation makes the 
blood vessels de- 
teriorate, just as 
the steel rails cf a 
railway system de- 
teriorate when gen- 
eral business is bad 
and the road is not 
in active operation. 
These poisons are 
ihe immediate 
cause; in most 
eases there has 
been heredity ten- 
dency, weakening 
from some disease 
or mental worry as 
a preliminary. 

That arterioscle- 
rosis and the dis- 
eases of which it is 
a manifestation — 
“heart disease” and 
Bright's disease, 
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for ihstance—are rapidly on the increase is a fact well 
known to medical men. The increasing complexity of 
modern life bas been held responsible, but Dr. Bishop 
believes this not so much to blame as is the change 
that has come over the habits of people in regard to 
eating protein foods and the different manner in 
which they are handled commercially, together with 
certain yet undiscovered factors that render more 
common those food idiosyncrasies that produce un- 
conscious poisoning of the system. 

Food idiosyncrasies are well known; some per- 
sons are made sick by eggs, fish, oranges, strawber- 
ries; others break out into a rash after eating rice; 
to others shell fish is rank poison. It is difficult 
to explain these cases, for they are not thoroughly un- 
derstood, but it may be said that food, after being 
broken up by the digestive juices into amino acids, 
is carried to all the cells of the body and each in- 
flividual cell elaborates ferments* that split up the 
material and then selects what is necessary to it. A 
cell that can no longer do this is dead. The normal 
food of the cells is the protein carried to them by 
the blood and the lymph. Foreign proteins or strange 
substances find the cells unprepared for them. To 
digest them a new specific ferment is meeded, and the 
cells may not at first be able to produce it. 

It must also be remembered that every molecule of 
protein contains a poisonous or potentially poisonous 
group of elements. So long as these are combined with 
the rest of the elements they are harmless; but set 
them free and they may combine with the elements of 
other molecules and destroy the cells. Most of the 
poisonous substances are eliminated in the process of 


intestinal digestion. Certain persons have not the 
power to get rid of certain poisons that arise from 
certain foods. When they eat them they are made ill 
and they 


are said to have an idiosyncrasy for those 
particular foods. 

Something of this kind seems to be the cause of ar- 
(teriosclerosis. From some one or more of.several reas- 
ons the body becomes incapable of getting rid of the 
poisoned food let loose in the process of digesting pro- 
tein foods; these remain in the system and gradually 
set up destructive changes in the cells. The kidneys 
are weakened by the strain of trying to get rid of the 
poisons. The muscles of the heart and blood vessels 
are weakened, low blood pressure follows, and as the 
disease progresses the arteries contract and the blood 
pressure has to increase in order to force the blood 
through them. High blood pressure results in strain 


upon the heart and kidneys and the picture now is of 
chronic Bright's disease. 

No part of the body is normally subject to so great 
a strain as the beginning of the aorta, the pipe that

nective tissue is formed in the walls of the 
aorta, ultimately bringing about the condi- 
tion known as sclerosis, or hardening. This 
often travels backwards and involves the 
valves of the heart. 

The principle causes of arteriosclerosis are 
lack of exercise, habitual worry and overeat- 
ing of protein foods. Alcoholic excesses may 
be a contributing cause. This cannot be 
charged against tobacco, except in~the case 
of young people. Infectious diseases are of- 
ten the starting point. The early history 
oe of patients generally shows signs of food 

sensitiveness. 

“Arteriosclerosis starting in the forties 
reaches its termination in the sixties; or, starting in 
the thirties reaches its termination in the fifties.” 

But no man when told By his family doctor that 
his arteries are hardening need be alarmed. If he will 
only do what he is told, he may, even if his case be 
moderately severe, “maintain a good degree of health 
for a great many years.”’ The disease is, however, dis- 
couraging to the physician, because so few men will 
do what they are told. 

“A person suffering from arteriosclerosis should be 
examined by a physician once a month and should 
undergo a complete course of treatment once a year.” 

The principal treatment consists in cutting down 
the protein food. It differs in each individual case. 
Rest and exercise are an essential part of it. It is in- 
expensive, for the food that is allowed is the cheapest 
and the exercise ordered is walking. The few drugs 
prescribed are cheap. 

“The treatment generally begins with three doses of 
castor oil at 48-hour intervals, two tablespoonfuls to 
a dose. Rest and quiet are ordered, with all animal 
protein foods—eggs, fish, meat, soups, etc.—forbiddeén. 

Some cases need digitalis, to bring about a “balance 
of the tonicity of the various parts of the circulation,” 
but digitalis has to be used with great skill. 

If a visit to Bad Nauheim be possible, the course of 
treatment given there by Prof. J. M. Groebel is ideal. 
He orders carbonated salt baths, which remove the 
causes of the sclerotic degeneration and act as a tonic 
to the nervous system. 

But the few-protein diet is the most important, and 
walking comes next, with fencing running it close in 
favor. 

Dr. Bishop does not forbid all proteins, for they are 
necessary to the repair of the tissues, but he says 
a “healthy person does not need more than 90 grams 
of protein a day, and he can get along fairly well if 
he does not go below 50.” Five small meals, as dry 
as possible, with the largest meal in the middle of 
the day, is the rule for arteriosclerotics. 

These are divided sharply into two classes, the diet 
differing in each. The first is composed of those 
whose welfare depénds upon the maintenance of a 
healthy heart muscle, able to do an extra amount of 
work. These must have a reasonable diet, similar to 
that prescribed for tuberculosis, but there is no neces- 
sity for careful chemical supervision. 

The second class is composed of those with general 
deterioration of the blood vessels. They need closer 
care. It is impossible here to go into the intricacies of 
the various diets, with their analyses of proteins, fats, 
carbohydrates and calories, but it may be said roughly 
that the average adult needs 2550 calories a day, of 
which 50 grams must be of protein. 

“An average helping of meat,’ says Dr. Bishop, ‘‘con- 
tains 25 grams of protein, or, to be more accurate, a 
cubic inch of beefsteak, beef or fish contains eight 
grams; an egg con- 
tains eight grams, 
as does a glass of 
milk. An ordinary 
helping of rice, po- 
tatoes, bread or 
hominy/contaings 
about four grams of 
protein and are 
very rich in heat 
units. Green vege- 
tables do not count 
one way or the 
other. 

. You can count 
on getting about 
000 heat units with 
the purely protein 
elements of food, 
such as meat, eggs, 
oysters, and so on, 
and you can count 
on getting about 
150 heat units in 
each average help- 
ing of cerea! food.

looked about and soon discovered that, the hospital 
room Was the weak point in the jail. How to get there 
Wilson quickly discovered. He possessed himself of a 
can of lye and a bar of coarse soap from the laundry. 
Apparently accidentally, he spilled the terrible lye so- 
lution along his forearm and stood by with heroic self- 
possession «while the corrosive ate its way into the 
flesh> Then he chewed up and swallowed the soap. 
Fainting with pain and indescribable nausea, he was 
carried to the hospital and put to bed. In the sole of 
his shoe rested a file previously stolen from the ma- 
chine shop. @ 

Still terribly ill from the soap eating, with his arm 
\et bandaged, Wilson went to work on the bars of a 
window in the hospital toilet. His strength was not 
sufficient, and he summoned to his aid another pris- 
oner malingering in the hospital. The two men cut 
a bar almost through, hid the cut with a smear of moist 
dirt, and waited for the first stormy night.

Our sun 
itself, dragging the entire solar system after it, is 
dashing towards the constellation of Hercules at 
dizzy speed. No human imagination can conceive the

6 833,000,000,000,000,000,000 tons.

tempt to blackmail the Bradfords.

HEN the United States entered the 
war and orders for goods of every 
description began to pour into in- 
dustrial plants on a huge scale, the 
first cry of the manufacturers was 
for men. Whether skilled or un- 
skilled, there was work for them. 

In order to attract as Many as possible, wages were 
raised to almost unprecedented heights. Mechanics 
began to draw from $7 to $15 a day. 

High wages served the purpose of obtaining labor, 
but immediately a new problem arose. Workmen came 
but went away again. The output of factories was 
below what it should have been and it was difficult 
to maintain quality. This was due to the fact that as 
fast as the factories raised wages, landlords raised 
rents. If a man was earning $10 a day and was obliged 
to pay nearly that much for a decent place in which 
to live, he did not linger long. Some factories were 
hiring 6000 men a year in order to maintain a force 
of 1000. 

Then Uncle Sam stepped in and went into the town- 
building business. An appropriation of $100,000,000 
was made for emergency wartime housing, and while 
that was only a starter it was sufficient to provide 
shelter for about 150,000 persons. More money has 
been asked for and it doubtless will be forthcoming. 


The need for houses was urgent, especially at the 
new shipyards of the Emergency Fleet Corporation, 
and at Sparrows Point, Md., formerly a tract of vacant 
meadow land, where shortly ,the Bethlehem Steel Co. 
will be ready to employ 6000 men. At Bristol, Pa., 3000 
workers and their families had to find lodging in a 
town that previously had a population of only a few 
hundred. In addition, there were towns that had to 
be entirely newly created—Muscle Shoals, Ala., for in- 
stance, and Port Wentworth, Ga., and Nitro, W. Va., 
as well as a number of other new ordnance communi- 
ties. Muscle Shoals will have a population of 15,000; 
Port Wentworth, 20,000, and Nitro, 30,000. All had to 
be created on land that had been vacant before we 
entered the war. 


In the beginning, Uncle Sam nearly made a mistake. 
His first idea was to provide temporcry barracks, 
something on the order of those at the army canton- 
ments. But in the case of the shipworkers he found 
out that 60 per cent of them are married, and their 
wives and children objected to living in bunk houses. 
Moreover, temporary houses, while costing within 10 
per cent of as much as permanent ones, are a total 
loss Within a few years. 


So he decided to make these towns permanent. As 
a result, he is covering whole square miles of vacant 
countryside with pretty little houses, boarding places, 
stores, theaters, churches, paved streets and all utili- 
ties. He has at his service the best town planners and 
architects in America. While all haste is being made, 
beauty and good taste are not being sacrificed. The 
houses will not be all alike in color, material or style. 
On the contrary, throughout each of these spacious, 
slumless tracts will be evidence that the thing was 
planned as a whole—that this street was curved on 
purpose because a curved street is prettier than a 
straight one—that yonder church was put squarely 
across the end of the park because it would look well 
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there. The eye will unconsciously start a vain search 
for eyesores, blank side walls, billboards and disorder. 

The chief benefit which accrues to the worker from 
the building of these towns is the fact that landlord- 
ism is to be a thing unknown. The benefits are to go 
unfailingly .to the workers. Rents must be based on 
cost and not on‘the maximum which the tenants can 
be forced to pay. And inasmuch as Uncle Sam has no 
desire to retain ownership of the communities after 
the war, he has evolved a scheme to sell them, not to 
individuals, but to the new communities as a whole, 
to be held in trust as community property. 


Each such town will be, at the start, at least, in the 
‘complete possession of a local housing company com- 
posed of and partially financed by, public-s_irited busi- 
ness men of the vieinity. They put up 20 per cent of 
the money and they get the other 80 per cent on first 
mortgage from Otto M. Eidlitz of the Labor Department 
or from J. Rogers Flannery of the Shipping Board, 
each of whom Las on his person $50,000,000 given him 
by Congress this spring fér just this purpose. 


In lending this money to local housing companies in 
congested communitiés, the Government lays down the 
stipulation that dividends shall be forever limited to 
5 per cent annually—even after the Government’s mort- 
gage is paid off. Any excess income must be re-expend- 
ed upon the property or else eliminated by lowering 
the rents. The part of the rent that would ordinarily 
go to landlords’ profits will go to pay off the Govern- 
ment’s mortgage at the rate of 2 or 3 per cent a year. 
The mortgage is for 10 years and at the end of that 
time enough will presumably be paid off to enable the 
Government to say—“Go get a private mortgage to pay 
off the balance.”’ 

Then, if the local housing company has not meanwhile 
sold off any of the houses, the town will substantially 
own itself, subject to mortgage. For its rents will be 
based purely on costs of capital and service. The pri- 
vate capital, limited to 5 per cent return, is practically 
a second mortgage. One of the first Government loans 
made to the new village of 500 houses at Newport News 
provided that 90 per cent of the private capital is to be 
amortized and retired. Nominally the private capital 
owns the equity, including the part of the cost which 
has been amortized and the unearned increment, the 
size of which is more or less problematical, but it can’t 
do anything with this treasure except redistribute the 
annual proceeds therefrom among the people in the 
form of a rebate on rents or in communal services, 
preferably the latter. 

At normal rentals, the revenues of such a community 
will be far greater than ordinary taxes. For while 
houses depreciate, land neither rots nor wears, and 
such a town will be in effect owner of all its under- 
lying land. The Utopia of the Single Taxers achieved 
by virtue of the fact that the town was caught young 
and started right with no land boom allowed! The 
town will be in the position of having bought itself at 
cost without letting anybody pocket profits on the 
rising values. 

Now, when Uncle Sam went into the town-building 
business, he gave impetus to a movement which has 
met with considerable success in England, and which 
has gained a good foothold in this country. This is 
the creation of self-owning towns, whereby the “un- 
earned increment” is con- 
served and converted into 
extra annual revenue for the 
community. In other words, 
it is taking money out of 
the pockets of the land spec- 
ulators and putting it into 
those of the citizens at large. 
Now let us see how the 
scheme worked out in En- 
gland: 


Letchworth, England, is a 
city which was formed by a 
corporation known as “The 
First Garden City, Ltd.”

provided. No new slums were allowed and 

no overcrowding of land or houses. The 
company’s power was used everywhere to 

direct the growth of the town toward 

beauty, health and convenience. Letch- 

worth today is in many respects the loveli- 

est town in England, with a death rate of 

4.8 against Liverpool’s 20.3. Its population is more 
than 13,000, but it has room for 35,000 and if that 
point is reached growth will be deliberately halted 
and a new town started somewhere else. 


The company still owns all Letchworth land. 
houses and factories are built on leasehold, 
being usually 99 years and the rates being based 
on a foreknowledge of the future character of 
each neighborhocd as controlled by the city plan. 
Within four years ateer its foundation there was a 
“book profit” as shown by outside appraisal of $850,000 


The “First Garden City, Ltd.” has a self-imposed 
limitation of 5 per cent annual return on its actual in- 
vestment and the surplus must be re-expended upon 
the property for the benefit of the people. No matter 
how big or how rich the town may grow, no matter 
how its paying power may increase, there will be no 
private land owners to mark wp their prices to the 
limit of the paying power of the incoming population. 
In effect, Letchworth enjoys public ownership of all 
land within its borders, charges ful! normal rates for 
its use, but returns the proceeds to the people in the 
form of service. 


There are more than 50 similar villages in Engiand 
now, none, however, so large as. Letchworth. 


There is also in Great Britain a fortunate class of 
tenants each of whom pays, say, $300 a year for the 
rent of his house, and then, at the end of the year the 
landlord comes around and pays him 10 per cent divi- 
dend on his rent. The tenants are some thousands 
of British workmen who have become members of what 
are known as co-partnership tenancy societies. 

The schéme is worked this way: 

A group of men of good financial standing and re- 
pute form a co-partnership tenancy society and sell 
stock therein to investors. The stock is limited to a 
® per cent annual dividend. They buy a tract of land, 
usually on the edge of a city or where there is a demand 
for homes, and build a hundred houses or more at one 
operation, incidentally saving money by ihe economies 
of this wholesale method. None of these houses are 
offered for sale at any price but they are offered for 
rent at about normal rates. 

As soon as the little community 


The 
the term 


sets its tenants and 


gets going, it easily 
earns the 5 per cent 
to which the capil- 
talists are limited, 
and has a surplus 
which is used to 
buy up the stock 
from the capitalists. 
The stock is divided 
up among the ten- 
ants in proportion 
to the amount of 
rent they pay, as a 
rent dividend. No 
tenant is compelled to accept his dividends in stock 
after he has taken enough to equal the equity on the 
house he occupies, and when his rents have thus re- 
tired his share of the outside capital, his ‘rent divi- 
dends’ come in cash. Ultimately, the private outside 
capital is retired altogether and the tenants jointly 
owns the association, which owns the town.

No tenant can say, “This house is mine,’ but be can 
say, “These houses are ours.” When his cousins come 
out for a Sunday visit, he doesn’t show them merely 
the kitchen, the cellar, the bedrooms and a jealously 
fenced back yard on a slim little 20-foot lot; he shows 
them the whole town, the park, the playground, the 
“lub, the streets and the various styles of bouses—he 
is part owner of them all! 


If circumstances, such as a change of job, compel 
him to move away, he is not encumbered by the neces- 
sity of selling or renting his house. He puts his stock 
in his pocket and moves freély; the company has the 
burden of handling the house, the only string to his 
investment being that the company has the right to 
buy back that stock and resell it to tenants so as to 
keep the ownership as much as possible in the hands 
of residents. 


There are some 60 co-partnership societies in Great 
Britain now, and a central office which raises the 
money for starting many of them and oversees the 
plans. Capital now considers them solid investments. 
Some 25,000 people live in these co-partnership 
houses. 

Ordinarily the movement of 500 families to a given 
100 acres of empty land would create a land boom. The 
first comers would get their lots cheaply enough but 
the later ones would have to pay prices based on the 
fact that it had become a built-up community with 
streets, churches, stores, transportation and neighbors. 


In these co-partnership developments, however, the 
land is all bought up ahead of time by a company which 
ig self-restricted to 5 per cent dividends. The increase 
in land value, converted into annual revenues, there- 
fore, goes back to the residents in the form of community 
expenditures for rgereation and beauty or in the 
form of rebates (dividends) on rents, The spec- 


ulator never gets a look in. Even the original 
capitalists with their modest demand for § per cent 
get bought out at par. 

Hampstead, one of the largest copartnership tenancy 
societies, is one of the sights of London. Here are lit- 
tle low four and six room houses with well-kept lawns 
and English roses, dotted prettily over an irregular 
suburban landscape as far as the eye can see, in groups 
of two and fours. Life is worth living here. Particu- 
larly when you contrast this “garden suburb” with the 
wretched slums of London. 


Probably the best example that could be 
as to what “unearned increment” means is the story 
of the man who owned a farm near the sleepy little 
hamlet of Hopewell, Va., which he had been vainly 
trying to sell for $10,000. Three years ago the DuPons 
Powder Co., which had a factory there employing 200 
men, increased its plant enormously, transforming 
Hopewell into a mushroom city of 65,000 persons al- 
most overnight. The farmer quickly withdrew his 
offer of $10,000 and just waited. Eventually he sold 
a corner of his holdings for $250,000. 

In other words, the farmer made the people of Hope- 
well pay him $240,000 more than the 
farm was worth just to get him out of 
the way, and the men who bought his 
pastures for homes and stores had to 
charge rents based on that $240,000 of 
inflated cost. At 5 per cent, $12,000 a 
year is the tribute which the people and 
industries occupying that particular plot

Now wWe come to a consideration of 


what has been done in America toward . 


the creation of model villages and towns, 
outside of the steps Uncle Sam has taken 
in that direction. About 50 employers 
have been led into extensive housing 
operations during the last two years, 
creating not the old time “mill villages,” 
with their depressing rows of barracks, 
but beautiful “garden villages” of the best high-grade 
suburban character, with parks and lawns and pretty 
houses by leading architects. 

The Norton company has taken 116 wooded’ acres 
called Indian Hill near Worcester, Mass.. for a dainty 
colony of several hundred white wooden cottages of 
varied architecture. Fifty-eight of the houses are 
built and are being sold on easy terms, without profit, 
to the workers. A house costing $3851.50 is purchas- 
able by paying 10 per cent down and $19.45 a month for 
12 years. 

Connecticut Mills, at Danielson, Conn., exhibits pic- 
tures of its “Village Beautiful” as an attraction to good 
mill operators, and reports that it pays. 


Fairbanks, Morse & Co. are developing 53 
called Eclipse Park at Beloit, with 350 houses in 40 
styles. The first hundred houses are just completed. 
A beautiful little park of eight acres borders the river. 
A handsom®™ arcade arches the entrance to the village. 


The Youu stown Sheet and Tube Co. has built 206 
concrete houses at Youngstown, O., in groups or short 
rows, with vines and shrubs, playground, gymnasium, 
school] and park. This is for the lowest-paid unskilled 
employes. A more pretentious village of 242 acres, 
with room for 1000 families is planned and under way 
for the skilled mechanics on a hilly tract called Love- 
land Farms.

Brighton Mills are moving their factory and a thou- 
sand operatives with their families from Passaic, N. J.., 
to a 250-acre tract a few miles away, where a city plan- 
ner has laid out a lovely little community for them 

alled “Allwood.”’ 

“Overlook Colony” is the name of a new village at 
Claymont, Del., which the General Chemical Co. is 
creating on a beautiful £00-acre farm. A pretty glen 
has been reserved as ‘a park. A pond with a ~water- 
fall is a central feature. 

At Marcus Hook, near Philadelphia, the Viscose com- 
pany has housed a thousand of its people in a little 
town whose quaint charm 
contrasts sharply with the

which has for its object the study of methods whereby 
the unearned increments of land valwe may be anti- 
cipated and conserved. It encourages new industries 
to build their factories and homes for their workers 
on virgin sites and allow their employes rather than 
the land speculators to benefit from the earnings of 
the land. In its membership are men of high stand- 
ing in architecture, real estate, city planning, housing 
and kindred fields. 

When the war began, England also had an acute 
housing shortage, due largely to her villainous habit 
of letting vacant land go untaxed, which meant that 
speculators could hold it indefinitely in the face of 
public need, without being agitated by “carrying 
charges.” 

War brought feverish industrial activity to certain 
localities where munitions were made, but the wWork- 
ers who streamed thither by tens of thousands could 
find no living quarters, except at famine prices that 
absorbed the high wages. Consequently, the labor 
turnover was excessively high, the output was inade- 
quate, and speed could not be developed because the 
workers were coming and leaving so incessantly. 

So after trying several milder expedients, the British 
Government proceeded to go boldly forth and take 
large tracts of land and buiid new towns—beautiful, 
spacious, healthful, slumless towns—for the munitions 
workers to live in. The greatest city planners and 
architects in Britain lent their services. 

There is Well Hall, for instance, In a green valley 
near the great Woolwich Arsenal. Permanent bouses 
of four and six rooms in irregular groups, broken in 
their roof lines and varied in materials, stand around 
grassy quadrangles in such arrangement that each 
house gets abundant sunshine and a spacious view. 
The residential streets are little economical winding 
roads that curve with the contours of the land and 
give interest to every vista. Even the fences, uniform 
throughout the town, are designed for beauty and the 
flagstones of the sidewalks, with their purposely ir- 
regular edges, show the loving consideration of an 
artist. There are generous play spaces for children, 
recreation halls for dances and movies and social 
games, and vegetable garden land for those who 
want it. The towns are still a little bare in their 
stark newness, but ivy and grass and the soft English 
climate are working rapidly and they will be the most 
beautiful towns in Britain—beautiful not merely to 
the visitor, but to the health statistician, to the lover 
of blooming childhood and to the lucky workers who 
find there the first decent homes they ever could 
afford. 

The largest of these new garden cities is Gretna, on 
the Seotch border, with 16,000 people, all established 
on an empty moor in the last two years. There_are 
scores of such villages and the British Government, 
having spent $700,000,000 on them, is steadily building 
more. The people living in them,are numbered some- 
where in the hundreds of thousands. 

The British Government owns them all—every inch 
of land, every house, every street, every pipe and wire. 
There are no houses for sale at any price, and for 
good reason. The rents are low. If private persons 
could buy. these houses, they. would naturally advance 
the rentals to the maximum that the well-paid muni- 
tions workers could stand. High wages would thus be 
nullified by high rents and labor would get restless 
again. 

The Government took the land for these villages at 
the pre-war valuation. The owner might protest that 
the coming of so many workers to the neighborhood 
and their desperate need for homes had made a local 
boom in land values, but that made no diiference to 
the Government. And the Government reserves the 
right to take any adjoining land it may need also at 
the pre-war value, regardless of the effect on Values 
of the coming of the Government’s pretty town. 

The Government will not want to be a landlord for- 
ever. So, after the war, it will sell these towns, at 
cost, to the municipal governments or to nonprofit co- 
partnership societies to be run for the benefit of the 
tenants. Private individual ownerships wfll not be 
tolerated

The Chamber of Commerce 
raised the money at Wil- 
liamsport, Pa., in answer to 
a housing shortage that hin- 
dered the coming of new in- 
dustries.
